Mr. Shinner posts these 
l»ills all along the railroads, and the 
people :>''*' always anxious to go some 
place on the Sabbath day, so t' 
cursion trains arc .always full. Mr. 
Skinner gets a percentage on everj 
ticket they sell, and in addition to this 
he charges every body ten cents at the 

?ale. He holds his shows 0T reunions 
call them what you please) on fair 
grounds, hut few deaf-mutes attend, 

and as they are frequently poorly edu- 
cated and equally shabbily dressed, f he

There are sixteen mutes in this 
County, who have beet to school from 
one to ten years, and seven uneducat- 
ed mutes that have never been at 
anv except private schools.

Of this number, 
nine are trnuales, fourteen are males, 
out of which only four an- married 
and nineteen are single.

Beside these, there are several more 
residing along the borders of this 
county, in other counties. 

Since we now have Truant officers, 
it is earnestly hoped that none of the 
uneducated mutes will escape their 
detection, a thing that should have 
been done long ago, and every one oi 
them either sent to school or be taught 
at home, the former being of . 
more advisable, hut you know how 

some people are in this respect. We 

believe, however, t hat some of them 

have passed beyond the power of be- 

Lttoated, and must consequently 

remain in darkness all their li\ 
pitiful plight!

The day previous to our d.'parlure 
from Paris for London, July 84, Mr. 
Hodgson and myself in company 
with MM. Griolet de Geerj of 
Paris, and Bachrach, of Vienna, visit- 
ed the Institution National <l>s 
Koitnfx-MiKt;; in the rue Saint, Jac- 
ques. Notice had previously been 
given of our intended visit, and con- 
sequently we found no difficulty in 

passing the grim concierge, or porter 
[n charge of the entrance gate. I had 

read much in laudation of this In- 
st it ul ion, its system and surround- 
ings, and came prepared to find it be- 
yond anything of the kind in the 
United Stales. It may be that Its 
old glory has passed away with its 
change of system, Of that my visit 
was at, an unfavorable season, but my 
candid opinion, based on so much of 

hool as the oenwur dee etude* 

permitted our party to gee, is thai 
many of the American schools have 
liner buildings, aecommodal ions, and 
surroundings. As to those import 
ant points, the system and results, 

the lack of time and opportunity for 

closer study precludes anything like 
an authoritative opinion, though my 
impressions, such as they are, indicate 
no better results in lip-reading and 
articulation than those attained in 
American ( 'ombined School. 

Taking the New York Institution, 

with which I am personally familiar,

at I'aris, the former are superior in
